BOMB HOAXER AND 
ARSONIST JAILED

AN ARSONIST who set fire to three Oswestry buildings 
because he wanted to go back to prison has been jailed 
for an indeterminate period. 

Paul William Jones, who had become so institutionalised he could not 
cope with life outside prison, has been deemed a ‘serious risk to the pub¬ 
lic’ and will serve at least three-and-a-half years in jail. 

He set fire to a derelict house, a heritage railway signal box and 
pushed burning paper through a letter box of a fitness club in Oswestry. 

When he was not caught, the fire raiser made hoax bomb calls to shop¬ 
ping centres and organisations across Britain. 

On Wednesday, Jones, 33, of Maple Avenue, Oswestry, was given an 
indeterminate jail sentence for public pro¬ 
tection meaning he will only be released if a 
parole board feels it safe to free him. 

Judge Niclas Parry sentencing at 
Caernarfon Crown Court ruled that Jones 
would have to serve at least three-and-a-half 
years before he could go before a parole 
board and would remain on licence for the 
rest of his life. 

He also jailed him for six years for the 
bomb hoaxes, 12 months for possessing a 
kitchen knife in public and a further 12 
months for attempting to pervert the course 
of justice. He admitted all the offences. 


Youth centre 
to open right 
on schedule 


OSWESTRY’S purpose-built new youth 
centre will open on schedule next month. 

Keys to The Centre, in Oak Street, have 
been handed over to Shropshire Council and 
staff are moving in this month ready to open 
in October. 

Shropshire councillor Vince Hunt said: 
“We have worked closely with the commu¬ 
nity to ensure that the young people of 
Oswestry and the surrounding area will 
have a fantastic new centre which will give 
them a place of their own, the opportunity 
to take part in a range of activities and ben¬ 
efit from important information, advice and 
guidance. 

“Local councillors have fully supported 
the project and young people have been at 
the heart of the plans, working extremely 
hard on this scheme. I am so pleased that 
they will be able to see their ideas come to 
life.” 

Staff from the council’s Positive Activi¬ 
ties, Information Advice & Guidance and 
Targeted Youth Support teams are moving 
into the building which will also house the 
St John Ambulance and Shropshire Youth 
Association. 

The build was given a £2,115,877 grant by 
the Big Fund in April 2011, a grant of 
£470,000 from the Department for Educa¬ 
tion. 


Attacked 

Mr Paulinus Barnes said the arson 
attacks happened between February 27 and 
March 5. The detached house in Middleton 
Road had been left to the Severn Hospice by 
ex-teacher Miss Eileen George in her will. 

About £500 damage was caused to the 
Zion Fitness Club when it was attacked 
about an hour after it closed and restoring 
the nearby signal box at the Cambrian Rail¬ 
way Trust will cost between £5,000 and 
£8,000, the court heard. 

Mr Barnes said that all but one of the hoax 
bomb calls had been made on March 19 from 
phone boxes in Wrexham. 

Shopping centres including Island Green 
in Wrexham had to be evacuated and calls 
were made to organisations including the 
BBC, the Elstree Film Studios and to 
Shrewsbury Probation Office. 

Mr Steven Edwards, for Jones, said his 
client, who had six convictions for bomb 
hoaxes in 13 years, had Cerebral Palsy, and 
was bullied at school and as a young man. 

“He says he cannot cope with life in the 
outside world and has because institution¬ 
alised. He committed the offences in order 
to go back to the safe world of prison,” Mr 
Edwards said. 

He said his client had written to several 
people including the judge telling the court 
to throw away the key.

Biomass 

planning 

decision 

delayed 

PLANS for a biomass 
burner to save energy costs 
at a factory near Oswestry 
have been deferred while 
councillors visit one already 
in action. 

Concerns have been 
raised about the size of the 
32MW plant proposed for 
the Kronospan MDF factory 
at Chirk, the increase in 
noise and dust and the effect 
on the tourism economy. 

Now Wrexham County 
Borough Council has put on 
hold its decision on whether 
to grant planning permis¬ 
sion for the plant so that 
councillors can look at a 
scale model and visit 
another biomass burner at 
Shotton on Deeside. 

Chirk councillors Ian 
Roberts and Terry Evans 
said the plant could have a 
huge effect. 

Despite its closeness to 
the Llangollen Canal World 
Heritage site and Chirk Cas¬ 
tle, neither the Canal and 
River Trust nor the National 
Trust have raised any objec¬ 
tions, although the former 
said: “The development will 
have a significant visual 
impact but will be viewed 
against the context of the 
existing industrial plant.” 

A report to the planning 
meeting of Wrexham County 
Borough Council said that 
the installation of the 
burner would create 12 jobs, 
help secure the future of the 
site for its 600 employees 
and in turn 2,500 people 
indirectly employed by its 
operations, whilst providing 
a number of environmental 
benefits.” 

Major step 
for railway

built station. 

The opening of Cambrian 
Heritage Railways’ Pen Y

Paterson tackles new role 
with talks over trains link

NEWLY-promoted Environment Secretary Owen Pater¬ 
son has pledged to put Shropshire right at the heart of 
his new job - and immediately took up the fight for a 
direct rail link with London. 

The 56-year-old North Shropshire Conservative MP was promoted on 
Tuesday by Prime Minister David Cameron to run the Department for 
Environment, Food and Rural Affairs after two years as Northern Ire- 


You must bury 
power cables, 
say councillors 

COUNCILLORS have told a power company 
new electricity lines must go underground. 

SP Manweb is to run its second north-to- 
south line from Wrexham to Oswestry to 
safeguard power supplies to mid Wales. 

The proposal to build 13 miles of pylons 
between the towns’ substations was def¬ 
eated three years ago after a cross-border 
campaign by protesters who feared it would 
destroy the countryside and tourist trade. 

But the power firm has now lodged 
revised plans and the new proposal will be 
decided at a three-week public inquiry, start¬ 
ing on November 13. 

The line would cross the border in the 
Ceiriog valley and then skirt St Martins 
before ending at Oswestry. 

This week, both Oswestry Town Council 
and Wrexham Borough Council restated 
their objections to the power line. Both said 
at the very least certain sections should go 
underground. 

Oswestry town councillors on Monday 
welcomed news SP Manweb was proposing 
to put the last few hundred metres of line 
before it reaches the Oswestry substation 
underground. 

But Councillor Betty Gull said tourism in 
the borderland could be damaged if the rest 
of the route was overhead. “We should sup¬ 
port our neighbours and continue to object,” 
she said. “This could affect the north Shrop¬ 
shire and borderland tourism bid.” 

Wrexham planning chiefs said as long as 
the line was buried underground as it passed 
through part of the Ceiriog Valley near 
Oswestry, the proposal would be acceptable 


land Secretary. 

And within minutes of being told the 
news, Mr Paterson was meeting rail bosses 
and campaigners to press the case for 
Shropshire to get a direct rail link to the 
capital as quicldy as possible. 

Mr Paterson - North Shropshire MP 
since 1997 - said his new role could bring 
clear benefits for the county on key regional 
issues like pylons, farming and rail services 
and put Shropshire’s rural issues right at 
the heart of Government.

I 
have a constituency interest in getting these 
issues right.” 

He added that after learning his fate at 
Number 10 he went for fresh talks to sup¬ 
port efforts to restore Shropshire’s direct 
rail link to London. 

Doubt 

First Group had promised to restore the 
link by 2016 when it won the West Coast 
Main Line contract, but that is now in doubt 
after current operator Virgin launched a 
legal challenge against the decision. 

Mr Paterson, who is married with two 
sons and a daughter, said: “Local MPs are 
united on this issue and we’ve been having 
regular meetings with the bidders and we 
were delighted that First Group pledged to 
put in a Shropshire rail link from 2016, so 
Virgin’s judicial review is just a tiresome 
delay.” 

Mr Paterson’s wife Rose said she under¬ 
stood that part of her husband’s remit in his 
new job would be to help the rural economy, 
which she said would be positive for Shrop¬ 
shire. 

Mr Cameron’s reshuffle yesterday saw 
Mr Paterson replace Caroline Spelman and 
also claimed the scalps of political heavy¬ 
weights including Ken Clarke. 

Meanwhile, Theresa Villiers has replaced 
Mr Paterson as Northern Ireland Secretary.

Tense wait for decision from 


market competition judges 


OFFICIALS in Oswestry are keeping their fingers crossed to see if 
they win the Market Initiative of the Year award later this month. 

David Clough, Oswestry Town Council’s market manager, has entered Powis Hall on 
Bailey Head into the National Association Of British Market Authorities 2012 Market 
Awards. He hopes the town council will scoop the title after the hall underwent a number 
of changes over the year and introduced new ideas to help give it a boost. 

In the application he revealed future plans for the building, including teardrop flags at 
the entrance of the outdoor market, if a grant could be secured. Mr Clough also included 

news about the new lift and wi-fi being 
installed into Powis Hall to help business 
and visitors, plus the many events put on 
associated with the market. 

He wrote: “A wide and varied portfolio of 
events has been created at the market area. 

“Often these are family themed and many 
include live music and competitions with 
market vouchers to be won. These events 
are often inexpensive to hold and are proba¬ 
bly a more effective way of advertising the 
market.” 

He added: “Improving the outdoor mar¬ 
ket trader numbers is a tough task and we 
still have a long way to go but we are cur¬ 
rently launching a trader campaign 
designed to attract traders back to the mar¬ 
ket and to attract new ones. 

“Continuing with the ‘stalls for a tenner’ 
initiative we now heavily promote this, not 
only aiming at established traders but 
attempting to attract people who have just 
been made redundant or who are local and 
have a hobby which they can retail at our 
market. 

“This has already seen some success. 
Every help has been given to support new 
traders and we have teamed up with local 
schools and colleges and other organisations 
to encourage further uses of the market, 
particularly the young.” 

Winners will be announced the annual 
conference of the NABMA which takes place 
from September 16-18 in Harrogate.

OSWESTRY’S illustri¬ 
ous but little known his¬ 
tory as an important coal 
producing area was 
spelled out to members of 
Oswestry 41 Club mem¬ 
bers at their Sweeney 
Hall Hotel meeting last 
Thursday 

Archeologist Gordon 
Hillier of High Lea, 
Oswestry, revealed a host 
of long forgotten coal¬ 
fields, from Morda up to 
Offa’s Dyke at Trefonen, 
telling members it was a 
hive of industry from 
1750 to 1890. 

But he emphasised the 
main area of production 
was west of the Morda to 
Trefonen road at Coed-y- 
Go where a tram would 
run under the stone 
bridge still alongside the 
present Brook House res¬ 
idential home, to the 
Shropshire Union Canal 
at Crickheath wharf. 

Aerial photography 
helped identify mines, 
including those stretch¬ 
ing up towards Candy 
and along Penylan Lane.

A VILLAGE playing field has been saved for resi¬ 
dents forever, thanks to a huge fundraising and 
improvement project by the community. 

The Trefonen playing field, near Oswestry, has been designated 
official Fields in Trust and renamed the Queen Elizabeth the Sec¬ 
ond Jubilee Field. 

News of the change was revealed at the launch of the improved 
outdoor facility and village hall at the weekend. Over the past two 
year most organisations in the area have held events to raise funds 
for the project and the village won grants to boost the funds. 

The village hall has been refurbished but 
much of the work has been outside. 

Where footballers once played on a slop¬ 
ing pitch the ground has been drained and 
levelled and a trim trail, funded by the 
Hilton Jones Trust, has been installed. 

Wildlife areas have been planted and to 
make the heritage of the area, the former 
coal pit mound has become the centre for 
sculptures and information boards. 

At the launch, Shropshire councillor, 
David Lloyd, praised the community. He 
said: “By working together and in partner¬ 
ship with others you have demonstrated in 
the most positive and practical way how 
such effort can be harnessed for the greater 
good of the community. 

“Such has been the commitment of this 
community to pulling together, that two 
years ago the council suggested that it 
should recognise everyone’s efforts by 
applying for a change in status for the play¬ 
ing field. The Fields in Trust has designated 
it as the Trefonen Queen Elizabeth the Sec¬ 
ond Jubilee Field, ensuring that in perpetu¬ 
ity this will be a community open space.” 

The venture has included Trefonen Pri¬ 
mary School which will be using the playing 
fields, both for sport and for wildlife studies.

Necessary repairs to town hall come at a cost 


THE centre of Welshpool has 
been dominated by the imposing 
Town Hall for generations but 
now the town faces a £200,000 bill 
to repair the decaying building. 

The costs of emergency repairs are soar¬ 
ing. Already the planned £85,000 renova¬ 
tion scheme costs have shot up to £200,000. 

Propaganda from the council chamber 
tells us not to worry about the costs as tax¬ 
payers will not be affected. The money we 
are told will come from Severn Valley Built 
Heritage Fund and the controversial 
Burgess Lands Trust fund. 

Well pardon me for questioning that one - 
although the improvements might not lead 
to an increase in tax if the money is taken 
out of the Burgess Trust pool aren’t we pay¬ 
ing in a different way. 

The Burgess Land Trust dates from 1761 
when it was set up by an act of Parliament 
and is run as a charity with Welshpool Town 



Council acting as trustee. Interest from the 
substantial investment has been used spar¬ 
ingly over the years for projects in the town 
but recently it appears money has been 
drawn down more often. 

That means that despite the fact that the 
sale of land on Red Bank for building proj¬ 
ects has boosted the fund the total invest¬ 
ment must be falling and doesn’t that mean 
less interest. 

So, whichever way you look at it, someone 
is having to pay for the Town Hall restora¬ 
tion - the money isn’t just appearing out of 


thin air. And ultimately it will be the town’s 
tax payers - oh that’s me! 

By the way the council needs to spend 
another £100,000 next year on a heating 
system. 

NORTH Shropshire MP Owen Paterson’s 
reputation is right on the line now that he 
has been named as the new Environment 
Secretary. 

The 56-year-old was promoted on Tues¬ 
day by Prime Minister David Cameron to 
run the Department for Environment, Food 
and Rural Affairs after two years as North¬ 
ern Ireland Secretary. 

He has pledged to put Shropshire right at 
the heart of his new job - and immediately 
took up the fight for a direct rail link with 
London. 

That’s an easy one because everyone 
knows it makes sense for the service to 
reach Gobowen but the bigger issue on his 
agenda will be the highly controversial 


pylon plan, destined to ravage the Shrop¬ 
shire & Mid Wales countryside. 

The new Environment Secretary will be a 
sitting target because as MP for North 
Shropshire, he has spoken against plans to 
expand output from Welsh wind farms 
because of the impact of pylons on the land¬ 
scape. If he wavers from that stance in his 
new role the public will be quick to let him 
know their feelings. 

Mr Paterson faced major challenges in Ire¬ 
land but he may yet find that the issues 
closer to home will be harder to resolve.

Rainy summer expected 
to destroy honey harvest 



It has been a dreadful summer for the area’s bees. 


Shropshire’s bee population will need nursing through the winter. 


SHROPSHIRE’S bee population - 
hit hard by the dreadful summer - 
will need nursing through the win¬ 
ter and next year if it is to survive, 
an expert has warned. 

Oswestry beekeeper Tony Gray is so wor¬ 
ried about the future for the honey bee that 
he is giving out free flower seeds and posters 
at his Fragile Planet business in Oswestry. 

As well as selling supplies for beekeepers, 
Mr Gray has 150 bee hives across the 
Oswestry area.

“Usually I would expect ayield of l,0001bs 
of honey from the hives,” he said. “This year 
we will be lucky if we get 1501bs - there is 
hardly any honey out there.” 

He said he and other beekeepers had been 
forced to feed their bees throughout the 
summer, supplementing the nectar they get 
from flowers with sugar. 

“The lack of sun and too much rain has 
meant that plants have just produced lots of 
green vegetation and not much in the way of 


flowers,” Mr Gray said. “There has been 
very little in the way of nectar for the bees 
and I have been feeding them all year.” 

He said he would have to continue to feed 
them throughout the winter if they were to 
survive. 

Mr Gray said: “The summer has been a bit 
of a disaster and Fragile Planet is now urg¬ 
ing beekeepers and the public to help the 
future of the honey bee. 

“They can help by grown lots of flowers 
and flowering herbs in their gardens. Single, 
simple flowers are the best, things like 
lavender for instance. 


And herbs including mint are great when 
they flower.” 

“We have a limited amount of flower seeds 
at Fragile Plant that people can collect to 
grow in their gardens.” 

As well as the honey bee, the wild bee pop¬ 
ulation has also been affected. 

Sarah Gibson, spokeswoman for Shrop¬ 
shire Wildlife Trust, said: “It’s true it has 
been a rotten summer for bees - wild ones as 
well as honey bees. People can help by plant¬ 
ing bee-friendly plants in their gardens, so 
that when the sun does shine, this year or 
next, bees have something to eat.”

HOW WILL BEING LISTED AFFECT WORK I WANT TO DO ON MY PROPERTY AND WILL WORK BE VAT EXEMPT? 

Q: I have seen a Listed Property I would like to buy. How will it being listed affect what I do with the Property? I want to alter it and I had heard there is a VAT 
exemption for works to Listed Buildings, is that correct? 

A: A Listed Building in the UK is considered to be of special architectural or historic interest and is placed on a list of protected buildings to preserve it for the 
future. Grade I buildings are of exceptional interest; Grade II* buildings are important and of more than special interest; Grade II buildings are of special interest 
warranting every effort to preserve them. 

Listed Building Consent is required for alteration, demolition and repairs, in addition to ordinary planning consent. This applies to both internal and external 
works. Owners of Listed Buildings can be compelled to repair and maintain them and keep them secure, wind and watertight to ensure they don’t deteriorate. 
They face criminal prosecution if they fail in these obligations. If they undertake unauthorised alterations the Council can serve an enforcement notice requiring 
them to restore the building to its original condition. If alteration or repair is permitted by the planning authority you may be required to carry out the works 
using traditional methods and materials. This can prove costly. 

Currently some alteration costs to Listed Buildings are VAT exempt, though VAT is payable on repairs and maintenance. However, from 1st October 2012VAT 
will be payable at the standard rate on alterations as well as repairs and maintenance. 

You should obtain a survey before purchase to establish what works (if any) may be required to comply with the obligation 
to keep the property secure, wind and watertight and ask your solicitor to make specific enquiries concerning any works 
carried out at the property to ensure that all proper consents were obtained for historic works.

Council

MARGARET Thatcher’s 
poll tax was far fairer than 
the council tax imposed on 
us all today, which has 
changed dramatically, since 
the days of Lord Lamont, 
who was then the Chancel¬ 
lor for the Conservatives. 

Having applied for a 
reassessment of the valua¬ 
tion of my property, the val¬ 
uation officer was quite open 
and frank and, had it been 
left in his hands, then the 
banding would have been 
lowered. 

My circumstances are 
that I am a pensioner living 
on a fixed income with my 
wife. Having to pay £167 per 
month council tax actually 
absorbs one week’s worth of 
the joint monthly pension. 

I have appealed against 
the decision and the hearing 
is set for September 19. But 
I have already more or less 
been told, discreetly, that I 
am wasting my time, as no 
one beats the system. 

Therefore I suggest the 
following: 1. Currently the 
valuation officer assesses 
the property/ properties 
according to the road, and no 
longer assesses his/her valu¬ 
ation on the dwellers of the 
said property. 

Mortar 

2. My argument is the 
Government should change 
the current legislation and 
valuations should be 
assessed by the relevant 
income at the said property. 

3. Many pensioners, and 
those on low incomes have 
no alternative but to either 
sell up or find other rented 
accommodation owing to the 
high charges of council tax 
imposed on householders. 

Unless this system 
changes and, more to the 
point, local councils are held 
responsible and accountable 
for the public money they 
collect and spend then it will 
remain unfortunate. 

Finally, the dwellers of the 
property pay the council tax, 
so merely to assess any prop¬ 
erty on bricks and mortar is 
a ridiculous idea. It is not the 
property that pays the coun¬ 
cil tax but those in it. 

Somehow this has been 
overlooked and should be 
reinstated, as was the way 
when the poll tax was intro¬ 
duced. 

And it should be based 
purely on the income of the 
people living in the property.

Comments wanted 
on plan for elderly 

THE people of Welshpool are being asked for their views as 
Powys County Council draws up a strategy to help people 
retain their independence in older age. 

The council’s social care team is working on its draft ‘Pro¬ 
moting Independence Commissioning Strategy’ and has 
already held a number of focus groups to get people’s views. 

Now, the draft document is available online for people to 
comment upon and can be found at www.powys.gov.uk/ha 
veyoursay and local people have up to midnight on Septem¬ 
ber 23 to comment. 

Councillor Rosemarie Harris is the council’s Cabinet 
Member with responsibility for Adult Social Care and she 
explained: “The population of people over 65 in Powys is 
projected to rise from 2008’s figure of 22 per cent of the pop¬ 
ulation to 36 per cent in 2033 with the number of people 
over 75 set to double.” 

“In addition, we have more than three times the Welsh 
percentage of adults with a registered physical disability liv¬ 
ing within the county. 

“We need to ensure that our services are set up to help, 
not hinder, local people in retaining their independence and 
their dignity in later life or if they have a long-term health 
condition.” 


He confirmed that the 
clock tower has a near three- 
inch lean but has been reas¬ 
sured by surveyors that this 
won’t cause a problem as it 
was probably built that way 
and not shifted since. 

“I don’t know how it has 
stood up all these years 
when you consider what the 
builders have found over the 
past few weeks,” said Mr 
Robinson. 

“The Town Hall looks 
good but has been built 
cheaply. The initial work 
will run to budget but the 
extra expense has come as a 
result of what that initial 
work has uncovered.” 

Mr Robinson said that 
£50,000 of the costs would 
come from the Severn Valley 
Built Heritage Fund and the 
deficit was being sought 
from the Burgess Lands 
Trust fund. 

“We have taken profes¬ 
sional advice every step of 
the way,” he said. “The 
Town Hall is an important 
building for Welshpool so it 
is important for the future 
that it is maintained.”

Revamped chapel to reopen 
by next spring, say bosses

Wedded bliss 


AN 1862 listed chapel in Oswestry is being revamped and will be ready 
to open to the public by next spring, its developer has said. 

For the last two years Duncan Kerr has been working to change Hermon Chapel, in 
Chapel Street into a centre providing entertainment for the community. 

This month he will be opening the building, now called the Hermon Centre, for people 
to have a look around and learn about the renovation project. He will also have a time line 
for people to add their memories and experience of the building to. 

The building, which had been empty since 1994, was created for Welsh-speaking services. 

It is thought to be only one of two buildings 
in England designed by Rev Thomas 
Thomas. Mr Kerr said: “I have been work¬ 
ing on it for about two years. 

“We have made some subtle alterations 
inside; repositioning some of the pews and 
chairs and getting a better stage area for 
music and spoken word. We are making the 
box pews with cushions to make them 
comfy. We are looking to open up next 
spring.” 

He said it could be used for functions, per¬ 
formances and weddings. 

Mr Kerr said the centre would open on 
September 7 from 10am-4pm for the public 
to view the restoration work. The opening is 
part of the town’s heritage days called 
Oswestry and Beyond. He wants people 
interested in becoming friends or support¬ 
ers of the building to sign up to an email list 
when they visit in September. 

The centre will also be open on September 
8 from 3pm for a talk by the Oswestry Civic 
Society titled The Past and Future of 
Towns. 

The chapel has many original features 
and Mr Kerr has been working with English 
Heritage and a Shropshire Council officer 
during the redevelopment project. 

He said: “It is a wonderful building and it 
has still got a wow factor.”

Cheeky little hamster 
needed an operation

SMALLEST patient this 
month was a dwarf ham¬ 
ster which came in with 
a prolapsed cheek 
pouch. 

For those of you who’ve never 
owned a hamster the cheek 
pouches are used to store food 
when there is plenty available so 
that it can be chewed and swal¬ 
lowed at a later time. 

When that time comes, if the ham¬ 
ster is in a bit of a hurry and the food a 
bit dry, as the pouch is emptied then 
rarely the pouch itself can come out of 
the cheek and hang outside the mouth. 

An anaesthetic was needed to push 
the pouch back into place and then 
hold it there with a couple of sutures. 

Fleas are causing lots of problems at 
the moment, both for pets and their 
owners. 

The pets tend to get the bites, aller¬ 
gic reactions and self-inflicted sores 
from chewing and scratching. 

Their owners, on the other hand, 
while occasionally getting bitten if 
fleas have infested the carpets and are 
biting their ankles, are more usually 
psychologically traumatised by the 
thought of the little blighters. 

One woman this month was so upset 
about the fleas on her cat that she 
phoned me at 2.30am to tell me about 
it! She was told politely to phone back 
in the morning! 

If your pet does have fleas treatment 
of all in contact animals is essential, 


usually with a good spot-on, not a 
cheap but ineffective and possibly toxic 
permethrin based product from a 
supermarket or pet shop. 

Just as important is treatment of the 


house and car with an environmental 
spray to stop the hundreds of eggs from 
developing into adult fleas. 

Call in or phone for advice if you are 
worried - but not at 2.30am!

Wednesday.” 


to them, rather than sending their waste to 
landfill sites. 

However Powys, like all Welsh authori¬ 
ties, has been set a target of 52 per cent dur¬ 
ing 2012/13 by the Welsh Government, and 
will be fined £200 for every extra tonne sent 
to landfill, a financial burden that will 
inevitably be passed onto taxpayers. 

This doesn’t include the cost of tipping 
waste at landfill sites, which costs about 
£130 a tonne including landfill tax, gate fees 
and transportation costs. 

The recent upsurge in recycling is reduc¬ 
ing these costs, and council bosses say if an 
extra effort is made over the next few 
months, the 52 per cent rate could be 
achieved quicker than anticipated and min¬ 
imise the threat of any potential fines. 

The council is continuing to roll out the 
improved kerbside collections for residents, 
as well as encouraging businesses to take 
advantage of reduced rates for trade recy¬ 
cling collections. 

Traders can also take advantage of the 
recycling permit system for Community 
Recycling Sites and Household Waste Recy¬ 
cling Centres, which provides an excellent 
value alternative for recycling their waste. 

“I would like to thank those Powys resi¬ 
dents who have embraced recycling, as well 
as the collection crews for their hard work 
in helping to improve these figures,” said 
Councillor Barry Thomas, Cabinet Member 
for waste and recycling.

Poultry show marks year of success 


A RARE breed poultry show in 
Oswestry celebrating its first anniver¬ 
sary is having to turn people away after 
exhibitors flocked in from across the 
country. 

Organisers of Oswestry & District 
Rare Breed Poultry Sale said visitor 
numbers had doubled to about 500 
since the first auction at Oswestry 
Showground, in Park Hall, a year ago. 

The idea was to create an annual 
event but demand for the auction was 
so high there are now five; in February, 


April, June and August. Now organis¬ 
ers hope to have another in October. 

In the first sale 200 pens of chickens 
were on display. A year later there were 
more than 300 pens and, due to space 
restrictions, organisers turned away 
about an extra 150 pens worth. 

Andy Cawthray of Chickenstreet 
near Oswestry, organised the events 
with the help of Roger Parry & Part¬ 
ners. He said: “It has certainly put 
Oswestry on the map for poultry auc¬ 
tions. We have had to turn away pens of 


birds and people are getting entry 
forms quickly so they can get a pen. 

“We are happy about the way it has 
been received in the area.” 

Before the auction was set up in 
Oswestry people were having to travel 
to a sale near Salisbury. Mr Cawthray 
said there were plans to make sales 
even better, including bringing in 
judges to give top poultry rosettes.

CONTROVERSIAL plans to create a one-stop 
shop for council and other services at 
Oswestry Library will be quietly introduced 
and trialled, officials say. 

People who have had concerns about Shropshire 
Council’s plans to crate a service hub were invited to 
a walkthrough event at the library today, Thursday. 


One in ten 
are parking 
illegally in 
disabled bays 

ONE IN 10 people in Powys 
admits to parking illegally in 
spaces reserved for disabled 
motorists, a new survey has 
revealed. 

The worst offenders were 
drivers aged between 45 and 
55, among whom one in six 
confessed they used 
reserved spaces ‘often’. 

The abuse of the Blue 
Badge system emerged in a 
survey of 1,009 people con¬ 
ducted on behalf of the 
Welsh Government as part 
of a drive to encourage 
respect for parking rights of 
disabled vehicle users. 

The initiative was sup¬ 
ported by Paralympic ath¬ 
lete Baroness Tanni Grey 
Thomson, herself a blue 
badge holder. 

It follows the introduction 
of new-style Blue Badges. 

The badge contains addi¬ 
tional security features to 
help authorities identify 
improper use and prevent 
forgeries and is free in 
Wales. 

The Welsh Government 
has vowed to crack down on 
so-called ‘space invaders’ 
who either park in a desig¬ 
nated space without a badge 
or use a badge fraudulently. 

More than 70 per cent of 
respondents in Powys said it 
was unacceptable to park in 
an accessible space without 
a permit, with only eight per 
cent arguing it was accept¬ 
able for someone in a hurry. 


Officials at Shirehall want 
to bring voluntary and coun¬ 
cil services together inside 
the library and has already 
made changes to the layout 
of the building. Training 
has also been given to staff 
members. 

Councillor Martin Ben¬ 
nett, who represents 
Oswestry East on Shrop¬ 
shire Council, said: “We are 
not having a grand opening. 
It is going to be a quiet 
transfer and it is also going 
to be very closely monitored. 

“September 6 is an oppor¬ 
tunity for members of the 
public expressing reserva¬ 
tions to be invited in to see 
how it is proposed the hub 
will operate. 

Convenience 

“What we felt was we 
needed to give it at least a 
trial. If we didn’t we would 
never know whether it 
would work or not.” 

Councillor Keith Barrow, 
leader of Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil, said:’’What was agreed 
was we are going to trial it 
and see if it can work. It has 
worked in other places. 
Let’s hope it is successful.” 

Council officials said some 
of the space in the library 
building is unused and the 
aim of a community hub is to 
improve the range of serv¬ 
ices to residents. They said 
it will also give people the 
convenience of accessing 
services in one place. 

Displays about the pro¬ 
posed scheme were put up in 
Oswestry Library and Cas¬ 
tle View for residents and 
library users to comment. 

Some residents were 
unhappy about the idea and 
Antonia Higgins, 15, cre¬ 
ated an online document 
because she feared ‘the 
place I adore the most in 
Oswestry is going to be 
ruined’.

Police crackdown after rise 
in anti-social behaviour

POLICE are increasing patrols in Oswestry after a rise in anti-social 
behaviour which has seen vehicles and homes targeted by vandals. 

Cars and homes in some residential areas of the town have been daubed in paint and 
there has also been a number of rubbish fires lit in recent weeks. 

Sergeant Scott Barnes, based at Oswestry police station, said patrols had been increased 
in the areas where there had been ‘inappropriate behaviour’. 

He said a number of Police and Communities Together meetings would be held in Sep¬ 
tember for those still harbouring concerns to raise issues. 

In one recent incident residents in York 
Street, Liverpool Road, Ash Road, Lloyd 
Street and Lome Street woke to find some 
homes and cars had emulsion paint daubed 
on them during the night. 

Mr Barnes said: “I can’t remember the 
last time we had anything similar with 
paint on so many vehicles. 

“It was on various different cars and 
houses. 

“There has been none since so I am hop¬ 
ing that was a one off.” 

He said anyone with any concerns or 
information about the incident could go to 
one of their PACT meetings. 

The next will be at Homebase in 
Oswestry at 11am on September 23. There 
will then be one at Oswestry Library on 
October 10 at 12pm and at Homebase again 
at 11am on November 25. 

“If people are concerned they can meet 
the local officers,” Mr Barnes said. 

“If they have heard anything and didn’t 
want to phone the Crimestoppers number 
they can talk to us face to face at PACT.” 

He said that police also carried out a 
leaflet drop in Castlefields after there was 
a number of rubbish fires in the area. 

He said he wants residents to be aware of 
how they throw away rubbish to try and 
stop future fires. 

“We are walking round every day and if 
there are things that have been dumped 
and could cause a hazard we are asking for 
them to be cleaned up,” he said. 


Attacker, 26, 
is sentenced 

AN OSWESTRY woman who shoved a 
neighbour to the ground, fracturing her 
wrist and causing a nosebleed, has been 
ordered to do 200 hours’ unpaid work. 

Juliet Miller, 46, of Castlefields, appeared 
for sentencing at Shrewsbury Crown Court. 

The court heard she previously admitted 
inflicting grievous bodily harm to neighbour 
Susan Davenport on July 1 last year. 

Mr Robert Edwards, prosecuting, said 
Miller pushed Miss Davenport over while 
accusing her of being to blame for a separate 
attack on her partner earlier on the same 
day. He added that Miller kicked her victim 
once while she was on the ground, but that it 
caused no further injury. 

Mr Darron Whitehead, for Miller, said the 
attack by his client was ‘out of character’. 

Judge Peter Barrie ordered Miller to serve 
l 12-month community order with 200 
hours’ unpaid work. He said she must pay 
Miss Davenport £100 compensation, but he 
did not order Miller to pay £1,800 costs.

Ellesmere’s police station 
in Grange Road was home to 
as many as three full police 
officers in 2010, but now 
there is just one - Constable 
Paul Crump. There are two 
community support officers. 

The news has prompted 
urgent calls from councillors 
for extra police manpower to 
be deployed in the town. 

It has also sparked fears 
that other towns could be 
facing cuts as West Mercia 
Police battles to balance the 
books after being ordered to 
save £30 million. According 
to the police website, Wem 
Town and Whitchurch 
South, West and North polic¬ 
ing areas both have a mix¬ 
ture of five police officers, 
community support officers 
and special constables. 

Ann Hartley, Shropshire 
Council member for 
Ellesmere, said: “It’s com¬ 
pletely inappropriate and I 
can frankly see them closing 
the station down because I 
was told it needs a refurbish¬ 
ment to satisfy disabled 
access legislation.” 

Lincoln McMullan, chair¬ 
man of the Ellesmere Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, said: “I 
think it’s a disgrace.” 

West Mercia Police said 
decisions about staffing are 
in limbo until an elected 
Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner is appointed.

Start Up Club in drive to

A MAJOR drive will be launched in Oswestry 
to encourage young people to start up new 
businesses. 

The Start Up Club for Young People aims to help launch 
at least 25 new businesses in 12 months in the town. 

The project has already sealed £10,000 of funding from

asked the board to consider 
establishing, in due course, a 
dedicated ‘hub’ highlighting 
beneficial requirements su¬ 
ch as a stand alone facility in 
a business environment, ide¬ 
ally onsite parking, and nat¬ 
ural light. 

“While the survival rate of 
a young business Start Up 
was 30 per cent on average, 
where a hub is provided, an 
80 to 90 per cent survival 
rate was evident.”

Paramedic Julia back from 
first aid role at the Games 


“YOU never know what you will come across when you go to work in 
the mornings,” says paramedic Julia Foster. “It can be rewarding and 
at times upsetting but the job is brilliant.” 

The 43-year-old from Oswestry has been working for West Midlands Ambulance Service 
for most of her life and was the first female paramedic on a motorcycle in England. 

She recently arrived back home after volunteering for 10 days with the British Red Cross 
at the Olympics in Weymouth where she gave first aid to spectators. 

“The atmosphere was unbelievable with all the cheering and clapping,” said Julia. “It 


was a wonderful buzz to be around.” 

She said there was only one major inci¬ 
dent while she was there and she mainly 
dealt with children stubbing their toes, sun¬ 
burn and broken fingers. 

Volunteering in Weymouth will stick in 
her mind forever and she has made lots of 
friends. She even got a chance to watch some 
of the sporting events and managed to learn 
a little about sailing. 

“Now I can say that I was at the 
Olympics,” she said. 

Julia moved to Gobowen from Telford 12 
years ago with her husband Terry, who is 
also a paramedic and volunteer instructor. 

She was born in Wednesbury but moved 
and went to school in Telford. When she was 
23 she joined the West Midlands Ambulance 
Service. This was no surprise to her family 
as her uncle was a paramedic, her aunt a 
nurse, father a firefighter and one of her 
brothers also works as a fire-fighter. 

As a trainee technician she carried out six 
weeks of training before completing a 12 
month probation period. She qualified as a 
technician and was then qualified as a para¬ 
medic in 2000 after a intense training course 
and hospital placements. 

The keen motorcyclist was the first 
woman paramedic on a motorbike but the 
area wasn’t urban enough for the position to 
continue for long. 

During her time working with the bike 
she was involved in a bad crash while on 



duty. Being a paramedic means she has seen 
many different things and helped people of 
all ages and social backgrounds. 

She has helped to deliver 14 babies and 
dealt with heart attacks, traumatic injuries 
and asthma attacks. 

“I have seen so many different things in 
my career,” she said. 

Her husband is a member of the Red 
Cross and he invited her to join too. 

She agreed and this was the reason why 
the pair travelled down to Weymouth as vol¬ 
unteers. 

She said that becoming a paramedic 
nowadays is a lot different to when she 
started. 

People have to go to university, have a 
keen interest in First Aid and have a level of 
fitness. She suggested people volunteered as 
a Community First Responder or other vol¬ 
unteer organisations to help get a feel for 
the job. 

Julia says she hopes she can continue in 
her job for as long as she is able.

Suit of armour 
back at castle 

UNIQUE armour has returned to Chirk 
Castle for the first time in more than 60 
years as part of a £200,000 project to cele¬ 
brate a forgotten period in history.

There's a good argument 
for leaving it up to nature 


ON this day in 1348 Britain was in mad 
panic. It had been so since June of that 
same year and would remain gripped in 
dread for a further 18 months. 

Those historians among you will know I’m talking 
about the Bubonic plague or ‘Black Death’ as it 
became known. Some 50 per cent of Europe’s popu¬ 
lation and almost a half of all people in England died. 

The disease was, as we now know, passed from 
person to person by fleas and overwintered in peo¬ 
ple’s houses, amongst clothes and between bed 
sheets. The misery inflicted by the Black Death was 
so severe that you would have thought we’d feel 
more than a tinkling of guilt if we imparted an 
almost identical disease onto another living animal. 

Apparently not so with rabbits. Travelling from 
Much Wenlock to Shrewsbury the other day, I was 
bemused to see what appeared to be a very fat tail¬ 
less ferret ambling very slowly along the side of the 
road. As I had several cars behind me, I couldn’t stop 
and examine the creature. 

Exterminate 

The best I could do was slow down a little and grab 
a quick glance. It wasn’t of course a fat ferret, but a 
very large rabbit crawling painfully slowly, rendered 
blind from eyes swollen and face puffed up. I can’t 
imagine he or she survived many more cars. 

Rabbits were introduced from the Mediterranean 
in the 12th century, and were bred for their fur and 
as food. Originally they kept a low profile after 
escaping into the wild but in the early part of the 
20th Century numbers rocketed in a response to 
changes in agricultural practices. 

People then decided they didn’t want rabbits ram¬ 
paging through the countryside and tried to kill 
their numbers off. Efforts to exterminate them 
failed - until the arrival of myxomatosis. 

The disease came from the laboratories of Uruguay 
and when introduced to Australia, was devastating to 
the rabbit population there. In mid-1952 it was delib¬ 
erately introduced into France by a retired physician 
who occupied a rabbit-infested estate near Paris. In 



autumn 1953 it arrived in Britain. Spread by rabbit 
fleas and causing horrific starvation through pussy 
buboes growing around the eyes and mouth, the 
fleas were able to overwinter in the warm burrows 
of the wild rabbits. 

At first Ministry of Agriculture officials tried to 
contain it. Once this proved impossible it was 
allowed to run its course. Farmers across the coun¬ 
try deliberately spread the disease and before long 
perhaps 99 per cent of Britain’s wild rabbits were 
dead. 

But despite the best efforts of farmers and agri¬ 
cultural ministries, rabbits were not exterminated 
and eventually the development of resistance and 
changes to the virus established equilibrium. Even 
accounting for this however, the current rabbit pop¬ 
ulation is probably still half of what it was in pre¬ 
myxomatosis days. 

To me it seems unforgiveable to introduce a crea¬ 
ture, exploit it, fail to enclose it, persecute it and 
then unleash one of the vilest diseases known to 
man and beast upon it and only then being happy 
with the outcome. 

The irony is that the same people who persecute 
a species like the rabbit, prior to doing so were per¬ 
secuting the natural predators, such as stoats, 
weasels, foxes, polecats, birds of prey and wild cats. 

Perhaps we can learn from the lessons of the past 
and realise that if nature is left to get on with being 
nature, we wouldn’t be in such an exasperating 
quandary.

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Concern 
at rise in 
feral cat 
numbers 

A WOMAN from Oswestry 
who fosters cats believes 
there has been an increase in 
the amount of feral felines in 
the area this year. 

Wilhelmina Burrows, who 
fosters cats near Oswestry 
on behalf of Shropshire Cat 
Rescue, said she thinks the 
problem is due to people not 
getting cats neutered. 

She says people have been 
abandoning cats which have 
then been breeding. She 
recently received a call from 
the Ellesmere area where 
two females and two litters 
of feral cats had been discov¬ 
ered. 

“I think it is worse this 
year with cats being aban¬ 
doned,” she said. “It hap¬ 
pens quite often every year, 
especially in summer, we get 
a lot of kittens because peo¬ 
ple haven’t neutered the 
cats.” 

Semi-feral cats have also 
been found in Shrewsbury 
recently. The charity is look¬ 
ing for homes for 13 of the 
kittens which are aged about 
six months. These have been 
neutered. Shropshire Cat 
Rescue aims to care for and 
re-home unwanted cats and 
kittens. 

It also works to educate 
people on responsible cat 
ownership.

war came to work as the matron’s maid at 
Gobowen where her sister Eileen had been a 
patient for several years. 

“Your article brought back memories for 
my mum and she spoke about it to me, 
telling me that they did indeed push the 
patients out into the road to take them to 
the Derwen College nearby. 

“Her sister-in-law, who was also in the 
picture, sadly died a few years ago and we 
don’t know about the other ladies and 
whether they are still surviving. 

“My mother contracted typhoid a year 
later when there was an outbreak of the dis¬ 
ease at the hospital and was taken to an iso¬ 


lation unit in Birmingham, I believe, but 
fortunately recovered, and went on to meet 
my father, Jack Davies, who had recently 
left the Army. They married in 1950 and had 
five children. My mother celebrated her 
90th birthday last year.” 

Happily everybody escaped from the 1948 
fire and the hospital rose phoenix-like from 
the ashes. 

Also on the subject of feedback, it’s a while 
ago now that we carried a photo showing 
‘Oswestry and Whittington Young Farmers 
Club members, 1971’ at an unknown venue. 

It had been loaned to us by Allan Peever, 
of Oak Close, Weston Rhyn, whose son John 
Peever was a member and is on the back row 
somewhere. We’re happy to report that 
those in the photo are a little younger, as 


Nigel Williams, who is himself on the pic¬ 
ture, pointed out in an e-mail. 

“Unfortunately Allan Peever is incorrect 
when he says it is from 1971. It is more likely 
from circa 1978. It may not like sound much, 
but being 13 or 20 years old is a massive dif¬ 
ference at that age. 

“I know a large number of the members 
on the photograph and many of them are 
still living in the area, some with children 
who are currently members of Whittington 
& Oswestry YFC. 

“Whittington & Oswestry YFC was a very 
popular and active club at that time and had 
around 100 members, but one of the great¬ 
est things to come out of that era is many of 
these members remain friends today, some 
30-plus years later.”
